CRAB ORCHARD — 
A Lincoln County man is 
one of three candidates 
from state primary elec¬ 
tions in May who were 
fined $1,000 last week 
for failing to file a finan¬ 
cial disclosure statement 
with the state Legislative 
Ethics Commission. 

Jerry Shelton of Crab 
Orchard did not respond 
to three separate letters 
informing him of the 
requirement that he file 
with the commission, 
LEC Legal Counsel John 
Schaaf said. 

Last week, the com¬ 
mission approved fining 
Shelton, along with T.K. 
Broecker of La Grange, 
who won the Republican 
primary for District 47; 
and Jeremy Warfield of 
Owensboro, who lost the 
Democratic primary for 
District 13. 

Shelton placed fourth 
in the Republican pri¬ 
mary for District 80, 
receiving 176 votes. 

Shelton did not return 
calls for comment. 

All legislators and 
candidates are required 
to file financial disclo¬ 
sure statements that 
essentially summarize 
substantial property or 
business ownership of 
the legislators or candi¬ 
dates and their spouses. 

Schaaf said the disclo¬ 
sures provide transparen¬ 
cy for voters by reveal-

Lincoln group 
works to educate 
beekeepers about 
their sweet hobby

HALLS GAP — A unique 
sight was visible outside Tim 
Siler's house June 11. 

At first glance, it may have 
appeared quite alien: a dozen 
or so humanoid creatures 
covered almost entirely by 
white suits, doing their best to 
resemble astronauts as they 
plodded through the green 
grass. 

But this was no extraterres¬ 
trial sighting; it was actually 
a congregation of down-to- 
earth beekeepers, striving to 
leam more about their trade. 

The beekeepers in atten¬ 
dance ranged from veterans 
like Siler, who hosted the 
educational event, to newly 
initiated beekeepers who 
have just started up their first 
hives this year. 

The event was one of many 
regularly coordinated by a 
unique group, Lincoln 


County Beekeepers. 

Siler showed off the combs 
of some of his bee-covered 
hives, pointed out a new 
queen that had recently come 
of age, explained how to 
rotate hives, showed how to 
remove honeycombs full of 
honey without bringing along 
bees and gave everyone a 


demonstration of how he 
extracts and jars the final 
product. 

"I just like doing it," Siler 
said. "They're kind of amaz¬ 
ing little creatures." 

Siler got his start after find¬ 
ing his first swarm of bees in 
a bush and raising them for 
their honey. 


After raising bees for about 
a decade, Siler said he under¬ 
stands more than he did orig¬ 
inally about bees, but he's 
also discovered more myster¬ 
ies. Raising bees presents a 
challenge because bees have

The battle over 
religious symbols 


When Jake Balthazor was 
sent to the office by his 
teacher last week, imagine his 
surprise. 

After all, Jake hadn’t dis¬ 
rupted class, failed to do his 
homework or committed any 
other offense that might lead 
to disciplinary action at Coon 
Rapids High School near 
Minneapolis. 

The problem, it turned out, 
wasn’t with what the 15-year- 
old was doing, but with the 
black-and-silver rosary beads 
he was wearing. (Rosaiy 
beads are used by many 
Roman Catholics to offer 
prayers to the Virgin Mary.) 

What Jake sees as a reli¬ 
gious symbol worn to honor 
his sick grandmother, the 
school district views as a pos¬ 
sible gang symbol that could 
threaten school safety. 

Rosaries were added to the 
list of prohibited symbols in 
Coon Rapids after the school 
district reportedly received a 
memo from the local police 
department in May saying 
some gangs in the area used 
rosary beads as a symbol of 
affiliation. Although no 
rosary-bead gang was disrupt¬ 
ing the school, administrators 
decided to make a preemptive 
strike. 

Coon Rapids school offi¬ 
cials aren’t alone in their 
determination to censor 
rosaries and other symbols to 
counter gangs. Many school 
districts now have broad bans 
on head coverings, clothing, 
jewelry and other objects that 
might in some way be con¬ 
nected to gang membership. 
Rosary beads are often on the 
list. 

Much to the dismay of 
school administrators, reli¬ 
gious students are pushing 
back. Last year, 14-year-old 
Jonae Devlin sought legal 
help after she was suspended 
by her Houston school district 
for wearing a rosary in mem¬ 
ory of her grandmother. Two 
years ago in Schenectady, 
N.Y., 13-year-old Raymond 
Hosier’s family filed suit after 
being told Raymond couldn’t 
wear rosaiy beads to honor 
his older brother, who had 
died in an accident. 

The Catholic rosary isn’t 
the only religious symbol 
caught in the wide safety net 
cast by public school anti¬ 
gang efforts. In 1999, for 
example, a Mississippi school 
district barred Ryan Green, a 
Jewish llth-grader, from 
wearing the Star of David. In 
2003, an Oklahoma school 
district suspended 6th grader 
Nashala Hem for wearing her 
hijab, a head scarf she wore to 
observe her faith. 

After calling in lawyers, all 
of these students eventually 
won the right to wear symbols

of their religion to school. It’s 
likely that Jake also will pre¬ 
vail should his family chal¬ 
lenge the rosary ban in Coon 
Rapids. 

Students win these cases 
because the U.S. Supreme 
Court famously recognized in 
1969 that students “do not 
shed their constitutional rights 
to freedom of speech or 
expression at the schoolhouse 
gate” (Tinker v. Des Moines 
Independent School District). 

According to the Court, 
school officials may censor 
student religious and political 
expression only if they can 
demonstrate or reasonably 
forecast that the expression 
will cause a substantial dis¬ 
ruption of school. 

The Court recognized the 
important interest schools 
have in ensuring safety. But as 
Tinker made clear, “undiffer¬ 
entiated fear or apprehension 
of disturbance” is not suffi¬ 
cient grounds to deny students 
their First Amendment rights. 

It goes without saying that 
administrators can and should 
act to keep gang activity out 
of schools. But sweeping pro¬ 
hibitions on religious head 
coverings, rosary beads and 
other religious symbols in the 
name of school safety is 
wrongheaded and unconstitu¬ 
tional - without strong evi¬ 
dence that wearing a particu¬ 
lar symbol has caused or is 
very likely to cause a substan¬ 
tial dismption. 

After a school district in 
Nebraska told 12-year-old 
Elizabeth Carey last fall that 
she could no longer wear a 
necklace that resembles a 
rosary, a spokesman for the 
Omaha Catholic Archdiocese 
summarized the confusion 
and outrage felt by many par¬ 
ents and students. 

“I don’t think Christians 
should have to forfeit what is 
the symbol of love of Christ 
because a few people want to 
misuse that symbol,” Rev. 
Joseph Taphom told the press. 
“One ought to be able to fig¬ 
ure out whether she’s trying to 
promote a gang,” he added. 

“If she’s not, why would she 
be punished for her right of 
religious freedom and reli¬ 
gious expression?” 

Amen to that.

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Facebook like' not free 
speech, at least for now

I “like” the First Amendment. 

And Bruce Springsteen. And the 
Chicago White Sox. 

In fact, you’ll find my “likes” on 
Facebook pages devoted to news, 
sports and music. All along, I’ve 
believed I was sharing my positive 
opinion of the people and organiza¬ 
tions behind these pages. But now 
comes a federal court saying that 
clicking on the “like” button is not 
free speech after all. 

The decision came in a wrongful- 
termination case in April in Hampton, 
Va., in which former employees of a 
sheriff contended that they were fired 
for supporting his political opponent, 
in one case by “liking” his page on 
Facebook. A threshold question in the 
case was whether clicking the “like” 
button constitutes free expression pro¬ 
tected by the Constitution. The court 
concluded that it doesn’t. 

“Merely Tiking’ a Facebook page is 
insufficient speech to merit constitu¬ 
tional protection,” Judge Raymond 
Jackson wrote. “In cases where courts 
have found that constitutional speech 
protections extended to Facebook 
posts, actual statements existed within 
the record.” 

In other words, a sentence along the 
lines of “I like this candidate” would 
be protected by the First Amendment, 
but clicking a button that suggests the 
very same thing would not be. 

The judge seemed to be influenced 
by the simplicity of clicking a button 
and possibly by the medium itself. 
Apparently it was hard to recognize 
the constitutional underpinnings 
among the personal comments, pet 
videos and family photos. It’s an 
unfortunate decision and one that is 
not likely to stand the test of time or 
judicial review. At its core are a 
flawed view of the First Amendment 
and a lack of respect for emerging 
media. 


Keys to First Amendment 

In weighing questions of First 
Amendment protection, it’s important 
to remember: 

• Communication does not have to 
be lengthy or difficult to come under 
the protective umbrella of the First 
Amendment. A tweet is as protected as 
a tome. 

• Freedom-of-speech guarantees 
don’t require express statements or 
even words. Yes, even mimes are pro¬ 
tected by the First Amendment. There 
are many non-verbal ways to share 
ideas. 

• New media and communication 
don’t have to evolve into earning First 
Amendment protection. It’s there from 
the outset. 

Throughout judicial history, there 
has often been a lag time between the 
development of powerful new media 
and recognition of First Amendment 
protection. 

Motion pictures were first exhibited 
in the 1890s, but it wasn’t until 1952 
that the Supreme Court concluded that 
films enjoyed First Amendment protec¬ 
tion. 

The first Web page was posted in 
1991, but it wasn’t until 1997 that the 
Supreme Court established free-speech 
rights on the Web. 

Video games protected 

We played Pong in 1972, but video 
games didn’t have First Amendment 
protection in the courts for more than 
40 years. The change came in part 
because the games grew more sophisti¬ 
cated and expressive over time, and 
arguably because a new generation of 
judges grew up with them. The defini¬ 
tive ruling came last June from the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 

“Like the protected books, plays, and 
movies that preceded them, video 
games communicate ideas — and even 
social messages — through many 
familiar literary devices,” Justice 


Antonin Scalia wrote for the 7-2 
majority. 

Last December, a federal judge in 
San Francisco found that tweets are 
constitutionally protected as free 
speech. Judge Roger W. Titus dis¬ 
missed a criminal case against a man 
who was accused of using Twitter to 
harass and cause emotional distress to a 
Buddhist religious leader. 

Titus concluded that tweets are pub¬ 
lic speech and can easily be avoided by 
a recipient who doesn’t want to see 
them. “While (the defendant’s) speech 
may have inflicted substantial emotion¬ 
al distress, the government’s indictment 
here is directed squarely at protected 
speech: anonymous, uncomfortable 
Internet speech addressing religious 
matters,” Titus wrote. 

Like Twitter, Facebook is a forum 
for ideas and information. Of course, 
the “like” button on a candidate’s home 
page is protected speech. Commenting 
on the merits of a candidate is at the 
very heart of the First Amendment. The 
inverse — a government regulation 
saying you can’t click a button in sym¬ 
bolic support of a candidate — would 
be clearly unconstitutional. 

“Liking” a political candidate 
encompasses freedom of speech and 
press, but also illustrates the First 
Amendment rights of assembly (gath¬ 
ering virtually) and petition (signing on 
in support of a cause). Clearly clicks 
count. 

In the end, this federal court’s deci¬ 
sion will be a footnote in a history of 
communications that will grow ever 
more innovative and intuitive. Over 
time, courts will recognize the remark¬ 
able range of ways in which Americans 
have a right to express themselves, 
interactively and in real time. 
Parchment was rarely this potent.

An encouraging word 

A mark of maturity

On April 12, 1945, 

President Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt died, and his 
Vice President, Harry S. 
Truman, was sworn in as 
the thirty-third president of 
the United States. Truman 
served as president until 
January 20,1953. That was 
a long time ago; therefore 
there are some things about 
the term of President 
Truman that I do not 
remember. However, one 
thing stands out clearly. 

President Truman may be 
remembered for many 
things, but one thing he did 
will always be remembered 
by many people: While he 
was president, President 
Truman kept a sign on his 
desk in the Oval Office that 
said, “The buck stops 
here.” Almost sixty years 
have passed, and I have 
forgotten many things 
about his presidency, but I 
still remember that that one 
thing. 

During those years, 
President Truman, a man 
unexpectedly thrust into a 
position of leadership at a 
crucial point in human his¬ 
tory, was forced to make 
many decisions. Some of 
them were popular, and 


some of them were unpop¬ 
ular. But it has been said of 
President Truman that, in 
every situation he faced, he 
made decisions and accept¬ 
ed full responsibility for 
them. He did not attempt to 
“pass the buck” or blame 
someone else for the diffi¬ 
cult situations he faced. 

Assuming responsibility 
without “passing the buck” 
or blaming someone else is 
a mark of maturity in any 
individual. Early in life, 
good parents in the home 
and good teachers in school 
taught me that, under all 
conditions and in all situa¬ 
tions, I was to assume 
responsibility, and as I 
grew older and my ability 
increased, that responsibili¬ 
ty increased. Too, I was 
told over and over, “Take 
responsibility upon your 
shoulders and there will be 
no room for chips.” 

Willingness to assume 
responsibility in all situa¬ 
tions in everyday life is a 
core value by which one is 
expected to lives. That core 
value leads to dependabili¬ 
ty, honesty, and trustwor¬ 
thiness. It makes one 
accountable and leads to 
taking care of duties and 
answering for actions.

On Sunday, June 10, Shaun 
Ingram, youth pastor at 
Freedom Baptist, made a pres¬ 
entation on First Priority, 
which is a program developed 
by a teacher and a football 
coach in Alabama.

(It 
was finally signed into law by 
President Nixon in 1972.) 

Bro. Johnny referred to 
Joshua 24:1, 14-15. In these 
verses, Joshua was speaking 
as a father, and said in verse 
15, “...as for me and my 
house, we will serve the 
Lord.” 

Bro. Johnny said that today, 
it is the responsibility of 
fathers to teach children at 
home about the Lord, and then 
the teaching should be rein¬ 
forced in church. The love of 
Jesus is the greatest thing a 
father can pass to his children, 
not fame or fortune. Children 


need a person on earth to 
explain how God loves them. 

If your child should follow 
your lead, where would it 
lead, Bro. Johnny asked? The 
10 things that most negatively 
affect children are: having 
fights in front of them; stifling 
their questions; taking no 
interest in their friends; never 
disciplining them; nagging 
them; giving them everything; 
letting them leam about sex 
elsewhere; setting a bad 
example; refusing to believe 
they are doing wrong; and let¬ 
ting the child make their own 
choices in religion/faith. 

Bro. Johnny said fathers 
should “fight on our knees” 
for our children. If fathers are 
saved, they should lead the 
family through battles in the 
world, in the schools and 
neighborhoods. He said 
fathers should pray for their 
children, encourage them and 
‘grab them up’ when they’re 
tempted. Bro. Johnny chal¬ 
lenged the fathers to come to 
the altar and to pray for their

Play it safe with fireworks

The Fourth of July is best 
celebrated with cookouts, 
friends and fireworks. 
However, injuries involving 
fireworks account for nearly 
9,200 visits to emergency 
departments each year, with 
60 percent occurring in the 
month surrounding the holi¬ 
day. More than half of 
injuries involve burns, and a 
fifth of those are caused by 
sparklers. 

The safest way to enjoy the 
holiday is to watch a profes¬ 
sional fireworks show. 
However, if you choose to use 
fireworks at home, follow 
these safety suggestions to 
enjoy the celebration without 
endangering yourself or those 
around you: 

• Minimize your risks of 
firework injuries by purchas¬ 
ing fireworks only from deal¬ 
ers with a good reputation, as 
90 percent of firework injuries 
result from consumer fire¬ 
works. 

• Read and follow instruc¬ 
tions and warning labels. 

• Keep a fire extinguisher 
or a bucket of water nearby. 

• Light only one firework 
at a time and dispose of all 
fireworks properly. 


• Do not give fireworks, 
including sparklers, to small 
children, who are involved in 
nearly half of all firework 
injuries. Always supervise 
older children when using 
fireworks. 

• Avoid wearing loose 
clothing when using fire¬ 
works. 

• Do not set off fire¬ 
works in glass or metal 
containers. Instead, light 


them on a piece of plywood 
or an empty street. 

• Do not light fireworks 
indoors or near other 
objects. 

• Do not try to relight or 
handle fireworks that mal¬ 
function.

Man charged with leaving

STANFORD — A 
Stanford man was arrested 
June 8 at Cedar Creek Lake 
on multiple charges related 
to leaving minor children 
alone there, including a 4- 
year-old who witnesses say 
had to be rescued from near¬ 
ly drowning. 

Eric D. Jarboe, 44, was 
charged with alcohol intoxi¬ 
cation in a public place and 
two counts of first-degree 
wanton endangerment. He 
also had warrants for non¬ 
payment of fines and alco¬ 
hol intoxication. 

A group swimming at the 
popular beach off U.S. 150 
east of Stanford called 
Lincoln County Sheriff Curt 
Folger to report an obvious¬ 
ly intoxicated man had left 
kids there. 

“They stated there was a 
guy who left without the 
kids and the little one about 
drowned,” he said. “One of 


the women’s daughters 
saved him.” 

Folger believes the man 
was babysitting the chil¬ 
dren. Jarboe apparently left 
at some point but later 
returned. 

The callers were able to 
stall Jarboe until Folger 
arrived, the sheriff said. 

“He intended to put them 
in the car and drive off,” he 
said. 


Jarboe told the sheriff he 
had consumed a lot of beer. 

“He had not put any sun¬ 
screen on the kids, either,” 
Folger said. 

Folger said the children 
were turned over to a family 
member. 

Jarboe was released from 
the Lincoln County 
Regional Jail the next day 
on a $5,000 unsecured 
bond.

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Hundreds examine U.S. 27 expansion plan

LANCASTER 
Proposed improvements to 
U.S. 27 in Garrard and 
Lincoln counties may be 
years away, but hundreds of 
residents interested in how 
the project will impact them 
and their communities 
showed up for a hearing 
June 5 to see the latest 
plans. 

The Kentucky 

Transportation Cabinet’s 
most recent preferred alter¬ 
native, on display June 5 
during a public hearing at 
Garrard Middle School, 
would make U.S. 27 a four- 
lane, divided highway from 
the intersection with Ky. 34 
at Camp Dick Robinson in 
Garrard County to the U.S. 
150 bypass in Stanford, 
including creating a west¬ 
ern bypass around 
Lancaster. 


Project manager Ananias 
Calvin III with the 
Transportation Cabinet’s 
District 7 office, said the 
work, estimated to cost 
about $138 million, would 
likely be done in three 
phases starting at Ky. 34 
and heading south. 

Most of those at the 
meeting have heard rum¬ 
blings about widening the 
road for decades. U.S. 27 
north of Somerset to the 
Lincoln County line already 
has been built, and work is 
under way on U.S. 27 in 
northern Garrard County. 

Calvin said some form of 
planning for the project 
discussed at Tuesday’s 
hearing has been in the 
works since the late 1990s, 
but surveying and other 
work have gone on longer 
than that. 

Julian Gander of 
Stanford was remarkably 
calm Tuesday night for a 


man whose house appears 
to be in the path of the bull¬ 
dozers. 

“If it’s going to be good 
for everybody else, who am 
I to complain,” Gander 
said. “I just want to be as 
informed as I can be.” 

Gander and his family 
have lived on Ridgeway 
Drive for the last three 
years. He hasn’t started 
shopping for real estate 
because he has heard the 
project could be many 
years in the future and he’s 
apparently correct. 

There currently is no 


money in the state’s six- 
year transportation plan for 
the project. Calvin said 
acquisition of rights-of- 
way and relocation of utili¬ 
ties isn’t scheduled to 
begin until 2019, a timeline 
that could change depend¬ 
ing on what the legislature 
decides to do. 

The project as it’s cur¬ 
rently drawn would cause 
the relocation of at least 25 
residences and eight busi¬ 
nesses and require the 
acquisition of about 80 
acres of farmland. 

Harry Howard’s Garrard 


County farm would lose 
about 11 acres, and his 
neighbor’s home would 
have to be demolished. 
Like many on hand, 
Howard, who has lived in 
the home he built on the 
land since the mid 1980s, 
understands why the road 
needs to be upgraded. 

He built his house on 
purpose with a large buffer 
of land from the highway. 
Tuesday night, he spoke 
with Calvin at length about 
decreasing the size of a 
loop used for highway 
access that would bring the 
road hundreds of yards 
closer to his residence. 

The highway project also 
will impact the eastern por¬ 
tion of Logan-Hubble 
Memorial Park between 
Stanford and Lancaster. 
The state will acquire about 
25 acres of the park, which 
straddles Lincoln and 
Garrard counties, and 25 


acres of the park will be cut 
off from the existing prop¬ 
erty. 

Jane Vanhook, head of 
the park board, said the 
map displayed Tuesday 
actually is an improvement 
on past plans that would 
have taken more of the 
major use areas and 
required relocation of 
numerous residences and 
businesses. Vanhook said 
the preferred alternative 
that engineers now are 
looking at may actually 
direct more people into the 
park, which is frequented 
by horseback riders and 
includes pavillions, a lake, 
access to Dix River and 
courts for basketball and 
volleyball. 

Calvin said the next step 
for transportation officials 
is to review the comments 
received at the hearing and 
begin work on more 
detailed plans. 


Stanford moves forward 
with next year's budgets

STANFORD — Stanford 
City Council passed the first 
readings Monday night of its 
city and water budgets for the 
next fiscal year. 

M I feel like for the most 
part, everybody is comfort¬ 
able with our city budget," 
Stanford Mayor Bill Miracle 
said. 

The proposed 2012-2013 
budget includes an estimated 
$2.06 million in revenue and 
$1.95 million in expenses, 
leaving the city with a pro¬ 
jected end-of-balance of 
$112,711. 

The proposed budget 
shows an increase in revenue 
of $181,624 over the budget¬ 
ed revenue for the current fis¬ 
cal year and an increase in 
spending of $165,842. 

At the request of 
Councilman Scottie Ernst, a 
line item of $70,000 for 
Logan’s Fort that was listed 
on the revenue and expense 
sides of the budget was 
removed because the money 
wasn’t a sure thing. 

Miracle said the $70,000 
would have to be raised by 
Logan’s Fort and then could 
be used. The money had been 
included in the budget 
because last year an auditor 
’’dinged” the city for not 
including it, he said. 

City Attorney John 
Hackley confirmed if the 
$70,000 is successfully 
raised, the city council can 
amend the budget to include 
the appropriate amounts. 

The proposed water 
department budget antici¬ 
pates $48,024 less in revenue 
next fiscal year compared to 
the budget for this fiscal year. 
It projects a decrease in water 


spending by approximately 
$60,000 and an increase in 
sewer spending of more than 
$11,500. 

Water Department 

Manager Ryan Owens told 
council members the recent 
annexation that increased 
Stanford’s footprint reduced 
rates for customers in the 
annexed area because they 
were previously paying the 
higher, outside-city-limits 
rates. 

According to budget docu¬ 
ments provided by Owens, 
the Water Department 
expects $24,077 less in 
sewer service revenue and 
$28,797 less in water service 
revenue in the new fiscal 
year. 

Owens said the Water 
Department is handling the 
decrease in revenue with 
across-the-board belt-tight¬ 
ening. 

The city council also 
approved a change to city 
employees’ holiday schedule 
at the recommendation of 
Miracle. The change would 
bring city employees’ holiday 
schedule in line with state 
employees’ holiday schedule, 
providing two and a half 
extra days of holiday 
throughout the year, Miracle 
said. 

Miracle said the change, 
which would cost about 
$3,000, would be a good way 
to give city employees an 
added benefit without adding 
much cost. An across-the- 
board 3-percent raise, for 
example, would cost 

$15,000, which the city can’t 
afford to do, Miracle said. 

A special meeting for sec¬ 
ond readings of the city and 
water budgets has been 
scheduled for 6 p.m.

ation. 

The goal is to have as many stu¬ 
dents as possible in the school 
passing certain levels of achieve¬ 
ment on tests like the ACT. 

Angela Cain researched the pro¬ 
gram and its results in other 
schools and told the board she has 
high expectations for what it can 
do in Lincoln County. 

"It teaches students how to think 
and learn," she said. "Those are 
skills students can use not only in 
their English language arts classes 
but in all their other (classes) as 
well." 

Administrators will train in the 


new program July 23, and teacher 
training for those who will be using 
the program is July 24-26. On Aug. 
8, teachers will begin using the 
new program in their classrooms. 

Cain said 100 percent of teachers 
and administrators who would be 
using the program want to use it 
and believe it will work. 

Superintendent Karen Hatter 
agreed. 

"It isn’t a top-down decision," 
Hatter said. "They (the teachers) 
decided they wanted it and then 
they came to us." 

Cain said she wasn’t conserva¬ 
tive when she set a first-year goal 
for the program of getting a 10-per- 
cent increase in the number of stu¬ 
dents scoring well on the ACT and 


two other ACT-based preparedness 
tests. 

"If you shoot for the moon and 
you miss, you still land on the 
stars," she said. "We believe we 
can get a lot of bang for our buck." 

Just under 40 percent of high 
school students scored at or above 
the benchmark goal on the ACT in 
the 2010-2011 school year. 

Lincoln County High School 
Principal Tim Godbey said official 
ACT results for the most recent 
school year haven’t come back yet, 
but he expects the high school to 
have improved substantially, 
exceeding the state average of 
around 50 percent. 

If the high school has 52 percent 
of its students reach the benchmark 


this year, that means the goal for 
next year with SpringBoard would 
be 62 percent, Godbey explained. 

"It’s a realistic goal," he said. 

Hatter said research has shown 
SpringBoard has been able to cre¬ 
ate that much improvement in other 
schools. 

Godbey and Cain said in other 
schools where SpringBoard has 
been implemented, there has also 
been a cost-savings from reduced 
copying and paper use. 

Before the board voted to 
approve the SpringBoard program, 
School Board Chairman Jim Kelley 
told Cain the board is fully behind 
the teachers and the idea. 

"We’ll give you whatever support 
we can to get that done," he said. 


Two hurt

STANFORD — A

The third set of letters

Under law, the commis¬

trative fine(s).’’ If a formal 
complaint had been filed 
against any of the candi¬ 
dates, the LEC would have 
initiated a full investiga¬ 
tion, but that has not hap¬ 
pened. 

Schaaf said there were a 
larger number of primary 
candidates than usual this 


year — 174 total including 
incumbents — so he would¬ 
n’t have been surprised if a 
few had been late filing, but 
to see three who failed to 
file at all is surprising. 

"Three is probably the 
most who have just failed to 
file," he said. "I don’t 
remember there being three 
who simply failed to file."

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minds of their own and bee¬ 
keepers can’t always make 
them do what they want, he 
said. 

Siler said for him and 
many members of Lincoln 
County Beekeepers, their 
bees aren’t for turning a prof¬ 
it; they just enjoy a good 
challenge. 

’’It’s hard to make any 
money out of it,” said Siler, 
who raises cattle on his cen¬ 
tral Lincoln County farm. ”It’s 
just a hobby for most of us.” 

Eubank resident Paul 
Sluder founded Lincoln 
County Beekeepers with 
Siler and currently serves as 
the organization’s president. 

Sluder said the group 
began as an effort to educate 
people in Lincoln County 
about beekeeping. The group 
tries to hold educational 
events for its members about 
once a month. 

Sluder said bees are an 
incredibly valuable gear in 
the machinery of agriculture, 
which makes the problem 
known as ’’colony collapse” a 
big worry. 

"If we lost all the honey 
bees in this country, it would 
cost us $67 billion in food 
from the pollination," he said. 

Bees don’t just make honey, 
they pollinate a vast variety of 
crops, from com to cucum¬ 
bers to squash to watermelons 
to almonds. When you look at 
all of bees’ contributions, 
honey is really “just a byprod¬ 
uct,” Sluder said. 

A likely cause of colony 
collapse — a devastating 
event where all or nearly all 
the bees in a hive fail to 
return home and die — is

chemicals used to treat crops 
like com, Sluder said. 

"It’s impossible to combat 
something that’s legal to use,” 
he said. "Unless our govern¬ 
ment does something to stop 
it, it’s going to continue." 

Sluder first started raising 
bees in the 1970s, but had to 
stop after a bee sting sent him 
to the hospital with a severe 
allergic reaction. 

"They couldn’t even get a 
pulse on me,” he said. "They 
liked to have killed me." 

For many years, Sluder 
stayed away from bees, but 
then learned humans can 
rebuild their immunities to 
bee stings over the years. 

After figuring out he was 
no longer allergic, Sluder 
took up beekeeping once 
again, and now has a total of 
25 years of experience under 
his belt. 

"You could keep bees all 
your life and still never know 
all there is to know about 
them,” he said. "You’re 
always learning. I’ve seen a 
lot of beekeepers who thought 
they knew it all, but there’s 
always something to be 
learned.” 

One of the younger mem¬ 
bers of Lincoln County 


Beekeepers is Ruth White, the 
14-year-old daughter of the 
group’s educational director, 
Katherine White. 

Ruth, who is home- 
schooled, helps take care of 
her family’s seven "Warre” 
hives, which are smaller than 
standard hives and easier to 
lift and move. 

Besides harvesting honey 
from the hives, Ruth said she 
makes lip balms using bee 
byproducts. 

"(Beekeeping) gives you a 
calming and nice effect,” she 
said. "You also get to make a 
lot of stuff out of what they 
give you." 

Ruth said she plans on con¬ 


tinuing to keep bees when she 
grows up. 

Sluder said Lincoln County 
Beekeepers asks for a $10 
monthly due from its mem¬ 
bers, but they hardly require 
it. A little bit of money helps 
the organization function but 
in the end "we’re doing it for 
the benefit of the people," he 
said. 

The organization’s mem¬ 
bership isn’t just from Lincoln 
County — members travel for 
events from Boyle, Garrard, 
Pulaski and elsewhere. 

Steve Sego, a retired 
Lincoln resident who has kept 
about three hives for the past 
three years, said Siler got him 


started with bees and has 
helped educate and train him 
to be a beekeeper. 

Over the years, Siler’s 
advice has proven true and 
helped him keep his bees 
alive and understand their 
behaviors. 

"Tim said if they swarm 
before 11, they’ll leave before 
3," Sego said of bees’ practice 
of an older queen leaving 
with a group of bees after a 
new queen is bom. "I’ve seen 
that happen. I’ve watched 
them." 

Sego said he loves to 
observe bees in action. 

"They’re interesting. 
They’ve got their job and they 


do it and that’s it," he said. 

Sego has occasionally sold 
some of the honey his bees 
produce, but usually he just 
shares it with friends and fam¬ 
ily. It has a superior taste to 
some store-bought honey 
because it’s pure and straight 
from the comb, he said. 

"That stuff you buy at the 
store ... they mix it with 
syrup," he said. "You ain’t eat¬ 
ing honey; you’re eating 
syrup." 

Sego said he plans to raise 
bees as long as he can 
because he enjoys it so much. 

"They’re interesting to 
watch," he said. "And I like 
the honey, too."

Four arrested on drug, weapons charges

CRAB ORCHARD — 
Three people were arrested 
the night of June 13 in 
Lincoln County on dmg and 
weapons charges and a 
fourth was picked up early 
the next morning on related 
charges. 

Lincoln County Sheriff 
Curt Folger said Richard 
Haight, 25, of Mount Vernon 
was charged with unlawful 
possession of methampheta- 
mine precursors, possession 
of a firearm by a convicted 
felon, and probation viola¬ 
tion. 

Brittney Lear, 27, also of 
Mount Vernon, was charged 
with unlawful possession of 


meth precursors and hinder¬ 
ing apprehension or prosecu¬ 
tion. “She was attempting to 
hide Mr. Haight,” Sheriff 
Folger said. 

Kenneth Smith, 39, of 
Brodhead was charged with 
first-degree possession of a 
controlled substance; unlaw¬ 
ful possession of meth pre¬ 
cursors; possession of a 
firearm by a convicted felon; 
and tampering with physical 
evidence. 

“Mr. Smith was trying to 
destroy evidence by thowing 
it in the grass, in the yard,” 
Sheriff Folger said. 

Deputy Ryan Kirkpatrick 
and his K-9 partner, Ingo, 
arrived at the residence east 
of Crab Orchard to serve an 
arrest warrant for Haight. 


Lear denied Haight was at 
the residence, but a search 
turned up not only Haight 
but also tubing and filters, 
cleansers and fuel that were 
found together and allegedly 
constitute an intention to 
manufacture. 

The search further discov¬ 
ered a firearm hidden under 
a bed. 

A fourth man, 21-year-old 
Kaleb Smith, identified by 
authorities as the homeown¬ 
er and half-brother to 
Kenneth Smith, arrived on 
the scene during the arrests 
and quickly left on the 
motorcycle he was riding. 
He was picked up and 
brought in early the next 
morning on an outstanding 
warrant, charged with theft 


by deception.

NKU golfer outduels former three-time champion in playoff to win Father's Day tourney

Being a newcomer among 
a field of veterans in the 
Homer Profitt Invitational 
Tournament apparently had 
little affect on first-time par¬ 
ticipant Corey Richmond. 

Richmond, a standout 
player at Northern Kentucky 
University who had tied with 
Kevin Lawson of Mt. 

Sterling at a 4-under-par 138 
for the 36-hole tournament, 
claimed his first Profitt title 
in a playoff Sunday by par- 
ring the par 4 No. 2 at Dix 
River Golf Course in 
Stanford.

Richmond needed only to 
two-putt No, 18 to secure the 
win but wound up three-put¬ 
ting from 6-feet out to force 
a playoff with Lawson. 

“I guess I was just a little 
anxious. I just wanted the 
gallery, I guess,” joked 
Richmond, who learned of 
the tournament through his 
NKU roommate Coty 
Cantrell of Lancaster,. “I 
played pretty good and made 
some good putts, but I just 
had that mess up on the last 
hole. The pins today were 


pretty rough. They were on 
slopes a lot and were pretty 
undulating greens.” 

Lawson, who was playing 
in the foursome ahead of 
Richmond, put himself in 
position to play for the title 
by rebounding from a 1-over 
par 72 on Saturday to fire a 
5-under 66 to also put him at 
138. 

It took just two playoff 
holes to break the tie. Both 
players birdied the first hole

Olympic Torch Relay nearing its end 


This year’s Summer 
Olympic Games are set to 
begin in London in July and 
one of the most recognizable 
traditions associated with the 
event is the Olympic Torch 
Relay. 

The Olympic torch is a 
remnant of the flame from the 
previous Olympic Games and 
the relay is held to unify 
countries and spread the 
Olympic spirit. This year’s 
relay began on May 19. 

Despite its lengthy tradi¬ 
tion, there are still many 
questions about the relay. The 
following information may 
help answer some of the 
questions. 

Where will the flame go? 

The Olympic Torch will 
visit every county of the 
United Kingdom, every 
Local Authority on Northern 
Ireland and Scotland and 
every borough in London. 
Visit www.london2012.com 
to find a detailed map of the 
torch’s route so you can wit¬ 
ness some history. 


How is the route chosen? 

The route is devised so as 
many people as possible can 
celebrate the flame’s journey 
and the people chosen as 
torchbearers. Each nation 
within the United Kingdom 
was consulted, and local 
authorities and representa¬ 
tives from sectors such as 
tourism, heritage, culture and 
sport were allowed to give 
their input. In addition, the 
route was chosen to demon¬ 
strate the historical and social 
diversity of the UK and to 
display the kingdom’s physi¬ 
cal beauty. 

How far does the flame 
travel? 

The relay takes place over 
70 days, and during that time 
the flame will travel roughly 
8,000 miles either during the 
relay or in convoy. 

When is the flame not car¬ 
ried by a torchbearer? 

Since the goal is to allow as 
many people as possible to 
witness the Olympic flame, 
there are times when it is not 


carried by a torchbearer. 
During these periods, it will 
be transported via a convoy. 

Where does the relay start 
and finish? 

The relay began at Land’s 
End on Saturday, May 19. 
The torch’s journey across 
the UK will end in the 
Olympic Stadium in London 
on Friday, July 27 as part of 
the Opening Ceremony. 

How are torchbearers 
chosen? 

Torchbearers are nominat¬ 
ed by someone they know. 
Members of the public were 
encouraged to nominate 
someone who inspired them. 
Olympic sponsors also ran 
nomination campaigns. 

What do torchbearers 
wear? 

There are 8,000 torchbear¬ 
ers, and each will wear a 
white and gold uniform 
designed by Adidas. The 
white top has gold shards at 
the shoulder and neckline, 
which run down the arm to 
the hand holding the torch.

Richmond. “I just played a 
safe shot on the green and 
two-putted and it worked out 
for the win.”

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Water, feed and shade help 
livestock with heat stress 


Humans aren’t the only 
ones suffering from the 
heat this summer. Farm 
animals are feeling the 
heat, too. Be sure live¬ 
stock have abundant cool 
and clean water, adequate 
feed and plenty of shade 
to help them deal with 
heat conditions. 

Providing cool and 
clear water is probably the 
most important thing live¬ 
stock producers can do to 
help animals overcome 
heat stress. Shade is a 
close second. Livestock 
seeking shade beneath 
trees often seek any 
source of green. And since 
grass doesn’t grow well 
beneath shade, animals 
might graze on poisonous 
plants. This is one impor¬ 
tant reason to put hay 
close to animals gathered 
in the shade of trees. The 
other reason to have good 
hay there is so they can eat 
rather than just standing 
there, thus they will be 
making milk for the tank 
or the calf. For dairy 
cows, put your best hay in 
the shade area for cattle in 
June, July and August. 
They need it now more 
than they will in the win¬ 
ter. Beef cattle will need at 
least average quality hay. 

Beef cattle need plenty 
of cool, clean fresh water 
during heat and drought 
stress situations. Water 
consumption goes down if 
all animals have is warm, 
dirty water such as that 
from a shallow farm pond. 

In Kentucky, we have 
added concerns because 
of endophyte problems in 
fescue. When animals 
graze endophytic fescue, 


their body temperature 
increases. And heat stress 
just compounds this prob¬ 
lems. The combination of 
endophyte toxicity and 
heat stress reduces the 
reproduction rate and low¬ 
ers cattle rate of gain and 
milk production. You can 
reduce the effects of tall 
fescue endophyte in future 
years by seeding legumes 
(clover and alfalfa) into 
fescue pastures. This will 
dilute the effects of endo¬ 
phyte toxicity. 

Dairy cattle should be 
close to feed and water 
because the main loss 
from heat stress is lower 
milk production due to 
reduced feed consump¬ 
tion. Cattle don’t consume 
as much feed when 
they’re hot. Those on pas¬ 
ture typically stay in the 
shade; they won’t go out 
and eat. So it’s also impor¬ 
tant to locate their feed 
and water near shade 
whether natural shade 
such as trees, or a man¬ 
made structure like a bam. 

Dairy producers can 
lower heat stress dramati¬ 
cally by taking the sides 
off barns. If more cooling 
is needed, use fans to 
move air in the same 
direction as prevailing 
winds. For additional 
cooling, use a sprinkling 
system to sprinkle cows 
every three out of 15 min¬ 
utes. An alternative is to 
install shade cloth in an 
area with good air flow 
and close to feed and 
water. 

Using a free stall bam is 
a very easy way to help 
dairy cows combat heat 
stress. Be sure the bam is 


high at the eaves-at least 
10 feet tall-and has a 
good slope on the roof- 
four inches of rise in 
every foot of mn. It also 
should have an open peak 
and open sidewalls. 

Horse owners can 
reduce heat stress by 
scheduling activities dur¬ 
ing the cooler part of the 
day and giving horses 
plenty of water. Transport 
horses during the cooler 
hours of the morning or 
evening. To reduce heat 
stress, give horses access 
to water before, during 
and after transportation in 
hot weather. And schedule 
work periods for cooler 
times of the day to mini¬ 
mize heat stress problems. 

Offer horses frequent 
drinks of water during 
work in hot weather. 
Allowing them to drink 
during work helps main¬ 
tain water balance and 
relieves the urge to drink a 
lot of water after exercise. 
After a hard workout, 
water horses out gradual- 

iy- 

Hot weather also will 
increase horses’ need for 
salt because salt is lost 
during sweating. Heavy 
rains can “melt” salt 
blocks in pastures, so salt 
licks should be checked 
regularly. Remember to 
provide animals plenty of 
feed, water, and shade to 
help them with the heat 
stress we are experienc¬ 
ing.

Department of Agriculture 
and provide a voice to 
landowners, farmers and 
ranchers so that they have an 
opportunity for their opin¬ 
ions and ideas to be heard.” 

To be eligible to serve on 
an FSA county committee, a 
person must participate or 
cooperate in a program 
administered by FSA, be eli¬ 
gible to vote in a county 
committee election and 
reside in the local adminis¬ 


trative area in which the per¬ 
son is a candidate. 

Farmers and ranchers may 
nominate themselves or oth¬ 
ers, and organizations repre¬ 
senting minorities and 
women also may nominate 
candidates. To become a can¬ 
didate, an eligible individual 
must sign the nomination 
form, FSA-669A. The form 
and other information about 
FSA county committee elec¬ 
tions are available online at 
http://www.fsa.usda.gov/elec 
tions. Nomination forms for 
the 2012 election must be 
postmarked or received in 
the local USD A Service 
Center by close of business 
on Aug. 1, 2012. Elections 
will take place this fall. 

While FSA county com¬ 
mittees do not approve or 
deny farm operating loans, 
they make decisions on dis¬ 
aster and conservation pro¬ 
grams, emergency programs, 
commodity price support 
loan programs and other 
agricultural issues. Members 
serve three-year terms. 


Nationwide, there are about 
7,700 farmers and ranchers 
serving on FSA county com¬ 
mittees. Committees consist 
of three to 11 members that 
are elected by eligible pro¬ 
ducers. 

FSA will mail ballots to 
eligible voters beginning 
Nov. 5. The voted ballots are 
due back to the local county 
office either via mail or in 
person by Dec. 3. Newly 
elected committee members 
and alternates take office on 
Jan. 1,2013. 

On June 4, Secretary 
Vilsack announced his inten¬ 
tion to strengthen the FSA 
county committee system by 
appointing voting members 
from the socially disadvan¬ 
taged (SDA) community in 
county jurisdictions that lack 
fair representation. The goal 
is to ensure locally elected 
representatives reflect the 
diverse interests of their 
communities.
